INTERNAL REVENUE 
ALERTS TAXPAYERS 


The Internal Revenue 
Service recently alerted 
taxpayers that the changes 
made by the Social Secur- 
ity Amendments of 1967, 
approved January 2, 1968, 
were enacted too late to 
be reflected in the Income 
Tax Packages. recently 
mailed to them, 

These amendments in- 
creased the amount of self- 
employment income sub- 
ject to self-employment tax 
from $6,600 to $7,800 for 
taxable years ending after 
1967, 

The self - employment 
tax rate for a taxable year 
ending in 1968 remains 6,4 
percent. Thus, for taxable 
years ending in 1968, the 
maximum self - employ- 
ment tax for a self - em- 
ployed person is $499,20, 

Self - employed indiv- 
iduals may use Form 
1040OES, included in the 
package by substituting $7, 
800 for $6,600 and $499.20 
for $422.40 in line 9 of 
the Income Tax Computa- 
tion Schedule on page 2

Grain Forms Due 
By February 29 


Any farmer that does 
not have a Feed Grain Base 
and desires one for his 
farm for 1968 must apply 
on Form MQ-25 atthe Cof- 
fee ASCS Office by Feb, 
29th, 1968, Farmers who 
receive new farm bases 
are not eligible to parti- 
cipate in the Feed Grain 
Program, but will qualify 
for payment on other farms 
by planting within the new 
farm base, 

In order to qualify for 
a new farm hase all the 
following, requirements 
must be met: 

(1) Each request must 
be signed by the person 
making the request, 

(2) Each request must 
be filed on Form MQ-25 in 
the County ASCS office. 

(3) The owner nor the 
Operator must not own or 
operate another farm which 
qualifies for an old farm 
feed grain base or for which 
a new farm application is 
filed, 

(4) There must be suit- 
able land available for the 
production of the feed grain 
for which a hbase is re- 
quested and the continuous 
production of such feed 
grain will not result in an 
undue erosion hazard, 

(5) The operator has 
adequate equipment and 
other facilities for the suc- 
cessful production of the 
feed grain base onthe farm, 

(6) The operator expects 
to derive 50% or more of 
his livelihood in the cur- 
rent year ‘ro ) the agri- 
cultural dities or 
products on the new farm 
for which the base is ap- 
plied, 

(7) The applicant must 
have had two ye: vs cxper- 
ience in the preduction of 
feed grain during the five 
preceding years,

Earlier ARS research 
shows that cool, pleasant 
enviroments have a bene= 
ficial effect on milk pro- 
duction, Most dairymen 
hesitate to air condition 
their barns, however, be- 
cause of high installations 
operating and maintenace
